It was 
believed that this act of courtesy in giv- 
ing the actors time to recover from the 
fatigue of a long and hot overland jour- 
ney would be appreciated; nor is the act 
even now regretted. 

Mr. Hill's elaborate statement as to 
the length of experience and English ed- 
ucation of his chief performers is wasted. 
Nocriticism upon them had been made at 
the time he wrote, and your critic having 
himself had twenty years’ experience as a 
London play-goer, thinks himself humbly 
entitled torank among the veterans too. 

But the thorn that rankles in the flesh— 

the bitterest drop in Mr. Hill's dramatic 
experience—is that he finds in this remote 
corner of civilization—this stepping-off 
place—a writer who dares to speak about 
facts upon which others, he says, have 
been silent. It may give a temporary 
check to the conceit and self-assertiveness 
of Mr. Hill to find that there is not so 
much ignorance prevailing here as he ap- 
pears tu have counted upon, 
Mr. Hill advertises to give ‘‘Shakes- 
peare’s Love Tragedy of Romeo and 
Juliet.“ He givessomethiogelsa. When 
asked who garbled the version he produces 
under the honored name of Shakespeare, 
he says, (as he was expected to say) that 
Garrick did it a hundred years ago. If 
this is the flag he sails under, why notin 
common honesty. hoist it at the head of 
his advertisements and programmes and 
not cheat the lovers of the bard with 
pinchbeck when the genuine metal is 80 
easily attainable. 

David Garrick did good work in his day 
and generation in popularizing the plays 
of Shakespeare by adapting certain of 
them to the then requirements of the 
stage and the taste of his audiences; but 
his arrangement of Romeo and Juliet is 
as much out of date now as the 
bag-wig, full cskirted coat, silk 
breeches and high-heeled shoes in 
which he used to enact the part 
ot’ Romeo.“ In making his adaptation 
Garrick had none of the modern rever- 
ence for the bard. He coolly cut out of the 
first part all the story of ‘‘Romeo’s” first 
love for Rosaline, cut and hacked the 
speeches by pruning and the insertion of 
bis own lines, rearranged the scenes and 
entirely changed the denouement by mak- 
ing Juliet“ wake up before Romeo“ dies, 
aod thus prolonged the agony with an anti- 
climax. | 

When Mr. Hill states that the Garrick 
versiou of Shakespeare’a Romeo and Ju- 
liet has been accepted by all men of let- 
ters for over a hundred yeats, he states 
something which he ought to know is not 
true. Professor Gervinus, whose ‘‘Stake- 
epeare commentaries’ are of the best 
ever written, is particularly severe upon 
the Garrick version, and Mr. Hill is chal- 
lenged to refer to any man of letters“ 
who has ever penned a line in commenda- 
tion of it. 

Mr. Hill’s claim that he presented even 
the Garrick version nearly in its integ- 
rity, is also emphatically denied, In ad- 
dition to killing off several of the minor 
characters, he has removed“ Prince 
E-calus,’’ whose aid is wanted to give 
coherence to the story. He has cut out 
the scene between ‘‘Mercutio,”” Romeo“ 
and the others just before the balcony 
scene; he has cut out the best part 
of the Nuree’s lines and all the scene 
where she goes to awaken Juliet;“ besides 


A PENITENTIARY BIRD, 
bat Got 


The Eagle Corps Tangle to be Un- 
raveied. 


After years of mismanagement whose 
responsibility has been pretty unanimous- 
ly fixed by public opinion, the entangled 
affairs of the Eagle corps—now known as 
companies A and O, 7th Infantry Bat- 
talion, First Brigade, N. G. C.-—are at 


last to be investigated. Brigadier-General 
Mathews has appointed a court of inquiry, 
which will, it is promised, put the fault 
just where it belongs.
